End Coal Hearing 


Fact Finders Will 
Give Truman Data 
Before Deadline 


Peace Fades As 
John L. Talks On 
Strike Issues 


WASHINGTON, Feb: 9. 


— (#>) _L President Truman's 
fact-finding board ended its 
hearings on the coal dispute 
today and went to work on a 
report to the White House. 
The members said they hoped to 
make the report by Saturday— two 
days ahead of the deadline 
set 


when they took on the job. 
Once the .President gets the re- 
port he can ask Attorney General 
McGrath" to seek a court order for 
the 370,000 striking coal miners to 
go back to work. 
The board cut off its 
hearings 
with an announcement by Chair- 
man David L. Cole that the board's 
observations . during fruitless di- 
rect bargaining negotiations yes- 
terday had given it needed ' infor- 
mation about the issues. 
But John I* Lewis, leader of, 


the Miners, aftd the coal operat- 
ors talked issues for nearly eight 
hours yesterday under prodding 
from the board. But they could 
not get to an agreement. 
Cole said "a great deal of prog- 
ress was made In the fact-finding," 
if not in the direction of peace. 


He thus implied that the board 
had learned much concerning the

The parties "approached - agree- 
ment" on several'- issues, in "yester- 
day's talks, he -said. But "he would 
not indicate which issues these 
were or which ones caused the fin- 
al collapse.

duced, the pinch was tightening 
over the country. 
Bail service by 
coal-burning 


locomotives was cut to 50 per 
cent for freight effective at mid- 
night tomorrow. The railroads es- 
timated they hod an average 16- 
day supply of coal on hand. 
Chanute Air Force base in Illi- 


nois, with only six days' coal sup- 
ply left, ordered 9,000 men on a 
three-week furlough starting Fri- 
day.In Detroit, dwindling fuel supplies 
caused General Motors to cancel 
all plans for Saturday work and 
scheduled overtime. 
Lewis, during yesterday's stormy 


session of the inquiry board, had 
declared a settlement "possible" in 
a few hours if genuine bargain- 
ing were undertaken. But coal op- 
erators were not 
hopeful 
that 


agreement could be reached in 
"the few hours that we have."

HOUSE PASSES 


INCREASED 
POSTAGE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—tffi")— 


The House voted today for hikes In 
postal rates expected to bring the 
postoffice department 
$130,000,000 


more a year. 


A voice vote pass'ed the bill and 


sent It to the Senate. 


The administration-backed bill— 


intended to take at least a short 
stride in the direction of cutting 
the' portoffice department's operat- 
ing deficit of half a billion dol- 
lars—was driven to the brink of 
passage yesterday. 
A technicality raised by oppon- 
ents forestalled the final vote. They 
demanded a reading of the engross- 
ed bill—the formally printed meas- 
ure with all amendments in 
the 
right place. Engrossing a bill la a 
long and tedious process, so 
final 
action was put off until today's ses- 
sion.The Senate has not yet acted on 
the bill. Its postoffice committee 
once approved a companion mea- 
sure but recalled it to wait for 
House action. 
The bill's foes in 
the 
House 
stressed the argument that the 
raises proposed would fall heaviest 
on small newspapers and periodi- 
cals and would work to the detri- 
ment of rural dwellers. 
The big 


city dailies, they claimed, would 
not suffer because they make but 
small use of the 'mails for circula- 
tion purposes. 
Backers argued 
that the 
hill 


would not hurt little publications 
because in many cases it would re- 
tain existing rates, especially if the 
papers are not circulated across 
county lines. It would, they said 
bring in more revenue from large 
mailers 
whose 
present 
rates 
amount to "subsidies," and who use 
the mails mainly for advertising 
purposes. 


The bill would provide more rev- 
enue for the postoffice from these 
sources: 
Post and postal cards, $36,000,000 
second class matter, $15,000,000 
third class, $23,600,000; fourth class 
$40,000;0001 registered mail, $4,000, 
000. 
The rest of the $130,000,000 


would come from services not ex 
tenslvely used.

Tax Deduction Is 
Sought By Senate 


Texas JJody Adopts 
Resolution As Aid 
To Oil Operators 


AUSTIN, Feb. 9—UP)—The sen- 


ate today urged congress to defeat 
the proposed elimination or reduc- 
tion of depletion allowances now 
made In connection with 
Income 
taxes on producers of natural 
re- 


sources. 
A resolution passed by voice vote 
said any such change would ser- 
iously crjpple natural resource In- 
dustries in Texas and seriously re- 
tard the search for and development 
of new sources of supply "vitally 
necessary to this country." partleul- 
arlp In case of war.' 
The senate then quit until 11:05 


a. m. Monday. 
The senate resolution was intro- 


duced by Senator Wardlow Lane 
of Center. It noted that the state's 
economy "to a great degree' is tied 
up wih the production of natural 
resources and that taxes from them 
furnish a large portion of the sup- 
port for the state government, In- 
cluding its public school system and 
its welfare and other programs. 
Copies of the resolution were or- 
dered wired to National House 
Speaker 
Sam 
Bayburn, 
Vice 


President Alben W. Barkley and 
mailed to all members of the Tex- 
as delegation In congress. 
A bill to permit the state hospit- 
al board to relocate state hospi- 
als within the boundaries of

Churchill blasted Britain's 
labor 


government today as an ungrate- 
ful Socialist regime kept alive by 
"dollops of dollars" from capital- 
is' America. Labprlte Prime Min- 
ister Atlee call* Churchill's as- 
saults upon him "wild, whirling 
words." 
The conservative leader warmed' 


up the campaign for the national 
elections Feb. 23 by folding out a 
promise to austerity-weary 
Brit- 


ons of an early end to gasoline 
rationing If the conservatives are 
victorious at the polls. 


A similar promise to the Aus- 
tralian people by the antl-laborite 
coalition Down Under is credited 
with a large part in labor's defeat 
in the dominion. Only yesterday 
the British labor government ex- 
pressed anger with the Australian 
government for carrying out that 
promise. 
Atlee had none of the slashing 


attack of his 
conservative foe. 
But he struck back in his quiet 
way. Speaking to an audience In 
the Birmingham 
district, 
Atlee 


said the conservatives 
had 
put 


Churchill "on the leash" through 
its mild campaign pamphlet, "The 
Right Road for Britain." But, he 
said, the wartime prime minister 
"slipped the collar" and attacked 
on his own. 
Yesterday in Cardiff 
Churchill 


told an audience of 15,000 Welsh- 
men the labor party has resorted 
to deliberate lying in the hope of 
influencing the vote.

Replying to Churchill's charges 


that 
labor-nationalized 
railways 


and civil airlines had showed fi- 
nancial losses, Atlee said "no one 
expected that after all the ravages 
of the war you would get the rail- 
ways paying at once. 


"No civil aviation pays. It has 
always been subsidized." '

Actually, Ma Ferguson, now 74,

grandmother, 


was the first woman elected gov 
ernor. That was in 1924 and the 
result pf a spectacular, unusual 
turn of political events. She was 
inaugurated, however, on Jan. 25, 
1925—some 20 days after the in- 
auguration of Mrs. Ross as gov- 
ernor of Wyoming.

In our second ad we told you about the time in 
Wilson, North Carolina, they charged A&P's 
fresh fruit and vegetable buying subsidiary, and 
other good American citizens, with conspiring to 
fix and depress prices paid farmers for potatoes 
in North Carolina, Virginia and Maryland. 
Here -again, as in the Washington bread case, the charge* 
were false. 
This was the time Federal Judge C. C. Wyche 
directed the jury to bring in a verdict of "not 
guilty". 
It.waa the time he said to the anti-trust lawyers: 
\ 
"/ have studied this case from the very out- 


set. In my opinion there is no testimony 


. produced from which it can reasonably be 
inferred that the defendants entered into 
a combination to depress or lower the price 
of potatoes. 


"I might say that I never tried a case in my 


life where a greater effort, more work, more 
investigation had been done, combing al- 
most with a fine-tooth comb to gather evi- 
dence, as was done in this case. 


"But, as was said a long time ago, you can't 


make brick without straw, and you can't 
make a case without facts." 


So here were two cases in which Nthe anti-trust lawyers 
' made seriously damaging charges against A&P, in which 
the judge decided that there were no facta to support 
those charges.

River Whitney Dam to the Senate 
Appropriations Committee to show 
how money required for a project 
varies greatly during the course 
of construction. 


He was testifying in support of 
a bill providing almost $800,000,000 
for flood control and navigation 
works over the country. 


When asked whether reductions 


could not be made straight across 
the board, on all the projects, he 
went into his explanation of con- 
structidn stages. 
He 
mentioned 


Whitney Dam to prove his point 
that it would be uneconomical to 
trim appropriations that had been 
recommended. 


Located about 30 miles upstream 


from Waco, 
the 
Whitney Dam 


when completed will cost an es- 
timated $40,000,000. The budget bu- 
reau has asked that $15,000,000 be 
provided for use in the year be- 
ginning July 1. 


Work has been 
going 
on for 
about four years; the first year 
Congress provided only $500,000, the 
next year about $1,000,000. 
Only 
about $4,000,000 will be needed af- 
ter this year's appropriation, and 
work should be finihshed 
during 
the 1953 fiscal year. 


"The first year we can't apend 


very much money," said General 
Pick. "We are just getting under- 
way. 
Detailed plans and specifi- 


cations are being drawn. 


"The next year we need more. 
Land where the reservoir will b« 
has to be 
bought 
and cleared. 
Highways, railroads, telephone and 
power lines have to bo relocated. • 
"Then we are getting to the stage 
where we need big sums. The con- 
tractor is on the job. Earth is be- 
ing moved. The main river has to 
be diverted. The dam is going up. 
"At Whitney they are 
getting 


along splendidly, and are reaching 
the most crucial stage. That's, when 
you make the closure. You have 
to work fast to complete It, and 
time the work when you expect the 
least flo\V down the river. A big 
flood at that time could wipe out 
months work at. great financial 
loss." 


When the Whitney closure la 
made water will start backing up 
to create one of the largest lakes in 
the Southwest, reaching out toward 
Hillsboro and other communities in 
that' part of the state.

, El:.:e sun spots came to.be 
a term recognized in a vague 
way by most people, they 
have Deceived the blame for 
a good many misc1 ->ings on 
the earth. The nature of 
sun-spots and what they do 
are such complicated mat- 


' ters that few scientists.will 
tackle the job of explaining 
them to a layman. It seems to 
be sufficient to know that 
they throw 
considerable 


weight in the fi e l.d s of 


. 
weather and electric com- 
munications. 


. Perhaps they can be put 


to good use. Dr. Charles G. 
Abbott, of the Smithsonian 
Institute 'in Washington has 
been keeping charts and 
graphs of sun-spots and

years, and he thinks -that 
general weather conditions 
can be forecast 
accurately 


not just-days or weeks but 


. years in advance. The p«3si- 


bilities are almost unlimited. 
Think of being able to plan 
vacations months ahead and 
be able to hit the kind of 
weather you want. It might 
be possible to take much of 
the uncertainty out of farm- 
ing and other industries in 
which the weather plays a 
vital part. 
;' It sounds like a giddy 
$ream. But for anyone who 


* has ever stood in awe and 


watched the aurora borealis 
play across the sky, know-

' them.

modern science. 


THE SCRAP IN ENGLAND 


To the American observer, 


the tactics of the Conserva- 
tive Party in England seem 
to suggest the mistake made 
by the Republicans in the 
last presidential campaign. 
There may be too little sur- 
face 
differences between 


the policies of the two par- 
ties to make a change seem 
important. 


Great 
Britain's nearly 


bankrupt condition 
appar- 


ently is not being brought 
out in campaign propagan- 
da. Merely a promise of bet- 
ter management is not much 
of an offer of solution. Aus- 
tralia brought about its rad- 
ical change by a strenuous 
campaign of opposition to 
government controls. .A sim- 
ilar campaign seems absent 
in England. 


In short, the leaders, of 


"His Majesty's Loyal Oppos- 
isition" appear to Ameri- 
can conservatives to be mak- 
ing too little real opposititon 
to the party in power. The 
campaign seems to lack, at 
any rate, the punch of. an 
American political scrap. 


CREW RACE IN DANGER 


One of the oldest intercol- 


legiate athletic events .is in 
danger. The Harvard-Yale 
boat race, which dates back 
to 1852, is threaened by the 
large deficit confronting the 
Yale Athletic Association. 
The Yale Daily News points 
out that last year the crew 
budget . was $85,000. As 
boat races take place on an 
open river, those who wish 
to watch can line the banks 
or embark on cabin cruisers 
without contributing a cent 
to the expenses of the regat- 
ta. If Yale athletics are men- 
aced with bankruptcy, any 
keen business man 
would 


probably vote to .stave off 
the evil day by throwing the 
crew overboard. 


A business man might do 


so, but a 
sentimentalist 


would never. Most college 
alumni are sentimentalists, 
at least where their alma 
mater's athletic events are 
concerned. If they have to 
loosen their purse strings to 
keep the crew afloat,:that • is 
just what they may do, and 
preserve an 
intercollegiate 


sport which has never been 
tainted with the charge of 
professionalism. 


PUSHTUNISTAN 


In late years Americans 


have had to learn a good 
many 
new 
geographical 


names; Israel and Pakiston 
are the most conspicuous ex- 
amples. Pushtunistan may 
soon be added to the list. 
This means "Land of the 
Pushtu-speaking 
Peoples," 


Pushtu being another name 
for Afghan. The particular 
peoples to whom the new 
name applies are the Pakis- 
tan tribes on the border of 
Afghanistan, who would like

independence or at least 
freedom from Pakistan. 


A warning that 
trouble 


might come from this move- 
ment was sounded the other 
day by Sardar Najibullah 
Kahn, Afghan ambassador 
to India. In fact it does have 
explosive possibilities, like 
other examples of racial self- 
assertiveness. 


Many Americans h a v e 


commented on the frequen- 
cy of the form "-stan" as a 
termination for najnes of 
geographical 
areas. Ex- 


amples are Pakistan, Af- 
ghanistan, Hindustan and 
now Pushtunistan. This is a 
Persian terminaiton, mean- 
ing "a stopping-place." 
In 


Asiatic history it means usu- 
ally a place where nomad 
invaders halted and rested 
and watered their 'horses, 
before beginning a new raid. 
This meaning is particularly 
appropriate for the Pushtu 
tribes, many of whom are 
still wandering warriors. 


A WARMER WORLD? 


The weather may be get- 


ting warmer, according to 
scientists quoted by the New 
York Times. They, find a 
definite 
50-year 
upward 


trend, particularly in the 
eastern United States. One 
reason suggested is an in- 
crease in the amount of car- 
bon dioxide in the air, which 
would interffere 
with the 


loss of heat from the earth 
by radiation. 


Then just as we are pre- 


paring ourselves for perma- 
nently 
warmer 
weather, 


these same scientists spoke 
of a .possibility of cold waves 
in February and M a re h 
There seems to be confusion 
among the makers of long 
range weather predictions. 
STATE SECRET POLICE 


Mississippi is taking steps 


to ubolish its nonexistent se- 
cret police, a bill to that ef- 
fect having'passed the Sen- 
ate and having been sent to 
the House. The establish- 
ment of the Mississippi Bu- 
reau of Investigation in 1947 
for bi me ' eason 
ent almost 


entirely unnoticed . outside 
the state. Yet it was an as 
tonishing measure. The Bu 
r e a u was empowered ^in 
make arrests without a war- 
rant, and its very existence 


was unKnqwn to most Miss- 
issippians. 


The protests which this 


revelation aroused caused 
Gov. Fielding L. Wright to 
disband the- B u r e a u in 
March, 1948. He then said it 
had never made a single ar- 
r 
. Since then the Senate 


has tried twice to repeal the 
law authorizing tht Bureau 
The first time the House 
took no action; perhaps it 
will do so now. 


What a p e r f e c t set-up 


such a police force would be 
for an unscrupulous dicta- 
tor. 


ACCURATE PREDICTION 


Henry 
Wallace's judg- 


ment, often distrusted, ap- 
pears to have been right 
ab< ut one point on 
China 


in 1944. His then unpublish- 
ed report to President Roose- 
velt, now' revealed, called 
Chiang Kai-Shek "a short- 
term investment," 
neither 


sufficiently intelligent noi 
possessed of sufficient politi 
cal strength to rule post-war 
China. At the moment Wai- 
lace thought that there was 
no alternative to support of 
Chiang. He added, "The 
leaders of postwar China 
will be brought forward by 
evolution or revolution, and 
it seems more likely the lat- 
ter.v". 


That called the turn pret- 


ty Well on China, five years 
ahead of the event, or the 
start of it. It is by no means 
certain that the new leader 
of China has as yet been 
evolved in the^ revolution.

Lesseps Morrison in New Or- 
leans Democratic primary 
assures his re-election.

For 
years easy-going New Or- 
leans had a bad name among 
the nation's municipalities;

States. The misdeeds of the 
city administration led many 
residents to take the desper- 
ate measure of supporting 
Huey Long when he made 
war on the Ne / Orleans ma-, 
chine.

DEEP CURRENTS CHANGING 
WHOLE WORLD'S WAY OF LIFE 


First Missionary Enterprise of the Christian 
Church a Step of Great Magnitude—EWorld 
History Has Been Affected Ever Since— 
Paul and Barnabas Two Brave Pioneers

The International Sunday School 


Lesson this week is one. of Beat 
importance because it tells how 
Christianity developed 
from the 
chrysalis of a Jewish sect into the 
mature and well-developed world 
religion its Founder intended it to 
be-To be sure there were agonizing 
Srecesses to be gone through with 
efore this could be accomplished, 


ana even today w« are far from 
having reached the full Intent of 
Christianity's Founder. But a be- 
ginning was made when Paul and 
Barnabas started out from the city 
of Antloch in Palestine and found- 
ed a few churches In Asia Minor. 
This was the bridgehead 
from 


which further advances would be 
made.Plenty of Work Ahead. 


The new world order for which 
we are 
waging 
a tremendous 


peacetime struggle today Is not to 
be accomplished in months, but in 
decades or perhaps generations. 
It is a sobering thought that prob- 
ably all our world" leaders will be 
dead before the goal is finally 
reached. This .is a, period of por- 
tentous preparation for the young 
people of today .upon whose shoul- 
ders the mantle of leadership will 
fall tomorrow. 


It 
IB interesting to note that 
there is something analogous 
to 
present conditions in that great 
outsurge of the Apostolic Church 
under Paul, dealt with in this 
week's lesson. Patfl had a vision 
for a Gospel for the world, for 
Gentiles as well as Jews. His pi- 
oneering activity more than any 
other • saved Christianity from dy- 
ing at the very beginning and 
transformed it Into a world-wide 
force of light and righteousness. 


There ;are vast differences be- 
tween great men, but' on quality 
all great men have in common— 
they are all farsighted. They can 
see beyond the narrow horizons 
which confine the views of men of 
lesser gifts. 
Paul looked beyond 


the confines of Palestine and saw 
the Christian Gospel marching tri- 
umphantly among the nations. He 
.thought in terms of "one world" 
centuries before 
the modern ex- 
pression arose. 


Problems keep recurring in his- 
tory. Now, -as then, w« are being 
switched from narrow, war-breed- 
ing nationalism to "a comprehen- 
sive world program. It is rather 
a joke .upon scoffers of Christian 
missions that our present world 
outlook Is definitely missionary. 
We are viewing 'humanity with 
new 
and 
brotherly eyes, 
and 


planning an application of 
the 
spirit and teachings of the altru 
Istic heralds of the Gospel In re- 
gions beyond. 


What the Lesson Teaches. 
With this in mind we approach 
an examination of this present 
Sunday school lesson. Paul and 
Barnabas started .out from An- 
tfoch in Palestine, difinitely rep- 
resenting the Antloch ' church, the 
first 
foreign 
missionaries 
ever 
sent out by-, any church. This first 
foreign venture was not faraway 
—Cyprus, just a few miles from 
the Palestinian coast. Here Paul 
and Barnabas preached and heal- 
ed, and here they encountered Ely- 
mas the sorcerer, a bitter enemy 
of Christian advance with whom 
Paul dealt firmly and severely. 
Elymas was the incarnation of 
an evil opposition to Christian 
truth which was to manifest itself 
often in 'the years to come: Paul 
did not cherish the delusion that 
the new world order of faith, and 
enlightenment was to be brought 
in' by wishfal thlnking.He realized 
as all do who are willing to face 
facts today, that there were foes 
to be facedj-of many kinds--and on 
many battlefields. 
Stern thinking 
and speaking and action were call- 
ed for then, they are being called 
for now, ere the light of love, of 
brotherhood. . of justice, and 
of 
liberty can be attained. 
From Cyprus these two intrepid 
pioneers sailed for the mainland 
of Asia Minor. After many diffi- 
culties and much fervent preach- 
ing under hazardous circumstan- 
ces, they,founded a few churches, 
•organized them, helped tUem to 
pick competent leaders, and then 
left them to 
their own devices 


for a year Or two while they, tht 
rounders and organizers, returned, 
to Antloch. to lay plans for that 
even larger venture which would 
be known »s the Second Mission- 
ary Journey. 
Present-Day Application. 


What does this present lesson 
teach us? It teaches first of all 
that there is only one valid way 
of extending a. doctrine, a method 
illustrated in this lesson 
about 
Paul and Barnabas on their First

Census To Show 
How Many Feople 
Escape Marriage 


Marrieu couples living to0other 


numbered about 35.3 million in 194V, 
accordlne to estimates of the Un- 
ited States census bureau. This 
was an Increase of about 6.8 million 
over the comparaole ngure 01 2S.o 
million compiled after the 1940 
population census. The 17th decen- 
nial census pi the nation, to be 
taken In April, is expected to show 
a further increase because of the 
continued large total of marriages 
annually. 


KsUmatea of the census bureau, 
based upon a survey in April, 1948, 
set the number of married couplea 
as of that date at 34,289,000. More 
than four-fifths of these couples, 
or 27,924,000, consisted of husband 
and wife who had been married 
but once. About seven per cent of 
the married couples in 1948 consist- 
ed of husband and wife, both of 
whom had been.married previous- 
ly. The remaining 3,912,000 mar- 
ried couples, or 11 per cent, con- 
sisted of husband and wife, only 
one of whom had been married 
more than once 


Of the 50,553.748 males 14 years 


of age and over in 1940, 17,593,379 
were single, while of the 50,549,176 
females in the age group, 13,985,- 
866 had never been married. 'la 
addition, there were 2,143,612 wid- 
owers who had not remarried and 
5,700,202 widows. Divorced males 
who had not remarried numbered 
624,423 and divorced females 822.- 
620.

The best advice it could offer 
builders was to erect Important 
structures as far from strategic 
areas as possible, or put them un- 
derground. 


It called for dispersal of poten- 
tial war plants, and said the most 
vital Industries might have to bury 
themselves deep . in 
caves 
and 


mines. 
The report was prepared by the 
National Security Resources Board 
for use by civil defense planners 
across the nation. It will be dis- 
tributed by the NSRB to the gov- 
ernors of all the states. 


The report's findings are base 


on studies made largely In Hire- 
shoma, the first city ever to fee 
the terrible effect of an atomic ex 
plosion. It. Included no referenc 
to later, more powerful a-bombs 
nor did it mention tho fearful hy 
drogen bomb now being develope< 


Surveys made In Japan, it sale 


showed that heavily framed stee 
and ^reinforced concrete building 
offered the greatest resistance t 
atomic blast. Those which offere 
the weakest showing were shed 
type structures with light frame 
and long, unsupported .beams. 
It cautioned builders against nil 


brick walls that support 
floo 
beams and roofs. Such structure 
in Japan, the report said, "were en 
gulfed by the oncoming pressur 
wave and collapsed completely."

s married, widowed, divorced, sep- 
rated or has never been married, 
nquiries on the marital status of 
ndividuals enumerated in the cen- 
us have been included for the last 
50 years, being first introduced in 
he 1850 census, but until 1880 the 
nquiry was made only of persons 
•narried during the year preceeding 
ae census. 
The 1940 census report on mari- 
al status revealed that of each 
000 persons 14 years old and over, 
96 were married, 78 were widowed, 
4 yere divorced, and 312 were 
ingle. Of each 1,000 males in this 
ge group, 597 were married, 42 
rere widowed, 12 were divorced, 
nd 348 were single. The division 
er 1,000 females was 595 married, 
13 widowed, 16 divorces, and 276 
ingle. 
According to a survey made in 


i.pril, 1948, of each 1,000 persons 
4 years old or over, 655 pere mar- 
ied, 81 were widowed, 21 were di- 
orced, and 243 were single. 
This survey also revealed that 
65 of each 1,000 males and 646 of 
ach 1,000 females, 14 years or age 
nd older, were carried in 1948.
